Don’t  Stop  Planting  Iris 

It  is  a great  mistake  to  think  that  Irises  should  not  be  planted 
after  August.  The  ground  is  warm  enough  during  September  and 
early  October  to  start  root  growth  and  once  root  action  is  commenced. 
Irises  will  continue  to  keep  right  on  growing  into  December.  lit  is  a 
wise  precaution  to  protect  even  early  planted  Iris  and  if  light  pro- 
tection is  'given  later  planted  Iris  there  is  no  doubt  about  them 
wintering  over  and  if  the  fall  weather  remains  warm  a long  time 
later  planted  Irises  will  have  caught  up  with  early  planted  ones. 

The  thing  to  do  is  tO'  keep  on  planting  Irises  and  keep  right  on 
picking  up  real  bargains  while  the  buying  is  good.
